spiracy to precipitate a calam ity to 
force repeal of the Sherm an silver 
act. 
Though denouncing the 1893 bill as 
"a most miserable pretense of tariff 
reform ," he branded 
the 
New York 
Stock Exchange as the "most pro­ 
digious gambling hell of any age” 
and “ the Monte Carlo of Am erican fi­ 
nance.” 
‘‘it is the swindler’s paradise," he 
continued. 
‘It is a 
huge 
vam pire 
that sucks the blood from the arteries 
of industry. 
It is an unincorporated, 
irrresponsibie 
monstrosity 
beyond 
the pale of the laws. 
It is the an­ 
tithesis of fair dealing and common 
honesty. 
It has sanctified specula­ 
tion. 
It is the most pernicious and 
corroding influence in the land. 
‘‘If disaster, whose coming is now 
so freely predicted, shall overtake us 
in the near future, it will be caused 
not by the enactment of the pending 
tariff bill, but by the same influences 
which produced it before. 
I do not 


s a y they w ill do it. 
I do not think 
the\ 
w i l l do it. 
They have no part­ 
nership 
w ith

administration. 
That has been dissolved by the peo­ 
ple."

St. Paul, Ju ly 16.— One kiled, one 
injured, 
many 
others 
shocked

stunned, two churches and a num­ 
ber of dwellings struck and set on 
fire by lightning and great damage 
by the flooding of streets, sewers and 
' bcsemeuts. was the toll of a severe 
i electrical and rain storm which pass- 
' ed over St. Paul. 
Fo r nearly a half hour the rain fell 
in torrents, accompanied by one of 
the 
worst 
electrical discharges 
in 
years. 
Street car traffic was delayed 
and on many lines tied up for some 
tim e by washouts and by sand wash­ 
ing upon the tracks. 
In the down­ 
town district the streets were run­ 
ning like miniature rivers. 
Sewers which have 
seldom before 
been taxed to their full capacity were 
overflowed by the deluge and the sur- 
I lus water filled many basements in 
the downtown districts, causing con­ 
siderable damage. 
In Minneapolis the damage to prop­ 
erty 
was even greater than in St. 
Paul, much more rain falling. Three- 
quarters of an inch of rain was regis­ 
tered as falling in St. Paul, while the 
total rainfull in the other city was 
1.13 inches.

M any witnesses that have appeared 
before 
the

and reluctantly told or skillfully avoid­ 
ed telling their connection with lobby­ 
ing have won the contempt of the 
steady listeners—those who remain all 
the time for one reason or another. 
These witnesses have often been en­ 
gaged 
in 
questionable 
transactions, 
sometimes selling the votes and sup­ 
port of senators and members for or 
against measures and procedure by the 
administration 
and 
the 
courts. 
Of 
course they did not have the "goods" 
to deliver, but they mude their buyers 
believe that they were dealing in job 
lots of senators and representatives. 
The contempt has not only extended 
to the witnesses who told how they 
duped men w ith money seeking favors, 
but also to those who were duped by 
such palpable frauds. 
The whole in ­ 
vestigation has developed reasons why 
men sell gold bricks, why bunko bus! 
ness prospers, 
w hy wildcat schemes 
are so easily floated. 
There are "suck­ 
ers” everywhere willing to part with 
their money if fhe right kind of bait 
is used. 
Bouncing the Barnacles. 
A fter men have been holding office 
in 
Washington 
for sixteen 
straight 
years 
without 
fear 
of 
decapitation 
they become too arrogant for public 
service, more particularly when they 
have l>een placed In positions of au­ 
thority. 
The greatest blessing which 
changes of administration bring is the 
elimination from the public service of 
those who grow to believe that they 
"ow n the government.” These thoughts 
are Inspired by the removal of a num­ 
ber of men by the present administra­ 
tion who had become barnacles and 
stood 
In 
the 
w ay 
of governmental 
progress. 


"M anchua'’ Everywhere. 
Congress recognized the necessity of 
moving men in the public service by 
providing that all company officers in 
the arm y must s e n « with their com­ 
mands every four years. 
Secretary 
Garrison has supplemented the legls 
lation by ordering all officers who have 
been four years In Washington back 
to their commands, thus making "Man- 
chus” of all.

It is recognized now that partisan pol­ 
itics has no place in purely domestic 
affairs, should have no place in muni­ 
cipal economic affairs. 
The prob­ 
lems of municipal government are 
really enlarged domestic problems. 
There should be the same brother­ 
hood and co-operation and helpful­ 
ness in the city that there is in the 
family. 
The sooner the voters real­ 
ize that what they want is not a re­ 
publican mayor, or a democratic may­ 
or, or a progressive mayor, or a pro­ 
hibition mayor or a socialist mayor, 
but a business head of the city gov­ 
ernment w-ho shall be efficient and 
thoroughly in sympathy with the 
people, who shall not meddle in par­ 
tisan politics and shall he responsi­ 
ble directly to tao people. 
What is 
needed at the head of a city govern­ 
ment are men wno will put their 
shoulders to the wheel of progress 
for the city and every individual in 
It, men who do not know, so far as 
their connection with the city gov­ 
ernment is concerned, to which polit­ 
ical party they belong.”
